T ristan David Luciotti first met psychic/medium 

Seth Michael in summer 2015, and he immediate¬ 
ly knew he wanted to make a documentary about 
Seth’s abilities and the work he was doing helping others. 
So, with his background in him school, he got to work. 

“I’ve spent the majority of my life being very inter¬ 
ested in the supernatural — from past lives to the paranor¬ 
mal,” said Tristan. “Being raised a Pentecostal Christian, 
you can imagine the struggle since I was taught to stay far 
away from these ‘evil’ things. Thankfully, I didn’t allow 
fear to rule my life; instead, I had a hard time ignoring 
what I believed in, especially after my own share of para¬ 
normal experiences.” 

Tristan and Seth spent more 
than three years making the film 
All Around Us: Inside the Life 
of Psychic/Medium Seth Mi¬ 
chael. The him explores many 
different paranormal topics while learning from experts 
in the afterlife, science/physics, and mental-health held, 
including professionals like Seth Michael and others. 

This raw documentary lets you take a peek inside the 
untouched reality of the spirit world. 

“I have had my share of experiences in my life, and 
it’s important to show this isn’t an evil gift that Seth has,” 
said Tristan. “I think once people see this, they may look 
at things in a brand new way. It’s already been a fascinat¬ 
ing journey.”

Q: Tell us about your work in film. 

Tristan: I started off in high school doing video produc¬ 
tion, which led me to him classes in college. From there 
I entertained it as a hobby until moving to the Pacific 
Northwest six years ago. 

All Around Us was my first film, but during the 40 
months of production, I finished quite a few other proj¬ 
ects that I was either an actor in or the writer, director, 
director of photography/cinematographer, or producer. 

I have been a casting director for several film proj¬ 
ects. I also am the owner of VisionBStudio and am an 
acting coach. 

I currently have a feature film 
screenplay winning many awards, 
so I feel that may be where I need 
to focus for a while. After wearing 
many hats, I feel my passion is 
strongest with my writing, followed by directing. 

Q: What can you tell us about your own paranor¬ 
mal experiences? 

Tristan: The greatest of all of my experiences happened 
while at basic training at Lackland Air Force Base in San 
Antonio, Texas, around 2000. Paranormal Underground 
published my article about those experiences in the Au¬ 
gust 2019 issue. 

Other than this, I had my share of electronics and 
lights turning on and off. One in particular was a toy guitar 
that kept turning on even after I took the batteries out. I 
also had quite a few dream visitations. These experiences 
led to my major interest in the paranormal, which then 
led to the making of this documentary film.

My experiences while filming opened up my own 
abilities, which I was not expecting. I went from filming 
classes at ghost conferences to being a speaker/teacher at 
them. I also found my tribe during filming — everything is 
very connected. I feel blessed! 


Needless to say, I keep it all separate. I’m old enough 
to know they won’t change and it’s not worth arguing 
about. I’ve always been a very open-minded person and 
am thankful for that. They are strong in their beliefs, so I 
respect that — even though I don’t agree. 


Q: How did your religious background as a Pente¬ 
costal Christian affect your views on the paranor¬ 
mal? 

Tristan: I was always an independent soul and didn’t 
take on all beliefs of the church. I was raised in a VERY 
strict Christian home, and anything to do with the para¬ 
normal was considered demonic. I was raised that you 
should never go to a psychic, palm reader, medium ... that 
you’d only get messages from Satan and you’d then be 
involved in the occult. 

My parents still have not watched the documentary, 
and they really do not like me discussing much about my 
deceased family members coming through. They even 
look at my crystals collection with a questioning eye, and 
my mom recendy asked me if I was “New Age.” 


Q: What was the inspiration behind making the 
documentary All Around Us? 

Tristan: The inspiration actually came from my back¬ 
ground. I wanted to make a him showing how this is not 
evil, but actually is very healing. I wanted to remove the 
societal stereotypes of psychic/mediums and also Hol¬ 
lywood’s “everything is a demon!” philosophy to try and 
push their ratings higher. 

It was important to me to showcase the beautiful soul 
of Seth Michael, his life, and the work he does to bridge 
the gap between the physical and the non.

Q: Tell us about yourself. 

Seth: I am a natural born psychic/medium, empath with over 
29 years of experience in giving formal readings, eight of which 
have been full time. In 2011,1 co-founded a paranormal team 
called White Light Paranormal Insight where I am a medium 
and the director of spiritual resolves. 

I also co-hosted a Web radio show called Into the Light 
With Seth Michael and Teresa Kleve on Blog Talk Radio. I am 
an instructor with the Vision Collective in Portland, Oregon, 
and I hold online workshops in local venues, such as Kenton 
Station Restaurant’s haunted basement. 

My passion and intent is to assist others in reaching their 
higher-self and homing in on their own individual strengths. 

Q: When did you first know you were a psychic/me¬ 
dium? 

Seth: I was in my early 20s when someone I had just met said, 
“You know you are a natural medium right?” I had no idea 
what that meant, but that is the mark to my life changing and 
when the readings began. 

Q: What type of abilities do you have? 

Seth: I believe I use all different abilities to get as much infor¬ 
mation from a spirit or about a living person as possible. My 
strongest seems to be the empath ability, which includes feeling 
ailments or how a person may have passed along with hearing. 

And I also get images and visions, as well as a sense of 
knowing information I had no prior knowledge on. Sometimes I 
may even get a scent of someone’s perfume or cigarette smoke, 
which may indicate a spirit’s presence as well. 

Q: What was your initial reaction when Tristan asked 
you to do the documentary? 

Seth: I took some time to think about it, but his reason of want¬ 
ing to show that what we do as psychic/mediums is actually from 
and about love and not evil was a draw for me to say yes. 

Q: What are the most important points of the documen¬ 
tary? 

Seth: Some of the important parts I feel are centered around 
that not all paranormal activity is a non-human malicious 
entity and that a lot of times there may be a human behind it 
who is trying to communicate or just making things happen 
by being there. 

Also that mental-health factors sometimes go hand in hand 
with what may be occurring spiritually, such as someone who 
is experiencing a gambit of emotions may be actually pick-

ing up on other people or spirits rather than it coming from 
themselves. 

Q: Do you feel the film clears up misconceptions about 
psychic/mediums? 

Seth: I feel it does a pretty good job clearing up misconcep¬ 
tions. We also wanted to make it clear that not just a select few 
have abilities, and we feel everyone has what they need to con¬ 
nect with inner knowledge that can help them on their journeys. 

Q: What is most important for our readers to know 
about you? 

Seth: I take the role very seriously, and it’s a great joy and 
honor for us to help make connections with passed-on loved 
ones happen. And that psychic/mediums are human first and 
foremost, and we are not infallible. 

We don’t know everything at all times, and we just get what 
we are given or what comes to us. We can’t force information, 
and I can’t connect to every person or every spirit. And if I 
can’t, I let the client know rather than guessing.

Tristan: Seth still has an innocence about him which is 
a beautiful thing — even though he has been through a 
lot of tough times in his life. Seth is full of light and was 
the perfect person to show the world it’s not all darkness 
when dealing with the other side. 

Seth’s abilities bring healing to people and also to 
spirits. When I first met Seth, I felt like I already knew 
him and the idea just came to me. I can easily say now, it 
was supernatural and the impression was given to me for a 
purpose because this film had to be made. I had to make 
it, and Seth had to be the focus. 

Q: What do you hope viewers take away from the 
film? 

Tristan: I want viewers to walk away from this film and 
have conversations with others so that this topic expands. 


I want conversations to break any negative stereotypes and 
allow others to be better educated on what it’s really like 
to have these gifts, how it is healing, about the different 
types of spirits, and the positive community we share. 

It’s about breaking down the wall between us and those 
who have passed on — to remove fear and allow ourselves 
to connect, even for full closure or much-needed messages. 
This him is also for people that question their own abilities 
and finally see someone’s life that they can actually relate to 
and realize they aren’t alone — they aren’t crazy. It’s even 
for parents to understand their child’s “imaginary friends” 
and how to see abilities early on. 

Q: Tell us about viewer reactions to date. 

Tristan: To date, we’ve had nothing but positive re¬ 
views, and I am confident that will continue. We’ve been 
accepted in five him festivals already, and we have many 
more we submitted to that we are awaiting the selection 
update. The more recent acceptance came from a film 
festival in India. 

We were declined from one him festival in a town we 
actually hlmed in up in Washington state. That was a bit 
surprising, especially when I was told the reason was be¬ 
cause they felt it was not a topic their audience would be 
interested in. This is a town that actually has the perfect 
audience with its paranormal ghost tours, spiritual shops 
... but, you then realize the judges are probably the ones 
not open to the topic, so then you’re denied. 

For me, it’s just more reason for this him to be shown 
worldwide and for as many people to view it as possible. 

Q: Do you have any plans for future paranormal- 
themed projects? 

Tristan: I ’m actually current working on a new venture 
that is a video game for PC, iOS, and Android platforms.

Q: Tell us about yourself. 



Troy: I was born and raised in San 
Antonio, Texas, and never expected 
to be a documentary filmmaker. I 
wanted to get a degree in kinesiology 
and began taking classes, including 
fencing classes, at my community 
college. I was always interested in 
swords and the art of fighting but never had the chance to 
get into it. I actually wanted to make a career out of it. 

But that changed when I saw an ad for the Art Insti¬ 
tute at my local community college. Taking the tour at the 
art school opened my eyes to the possibility of working in

A fter his own encounters with the unknown, Troy 
Romo decided to investigate reportedly haunted 
locations ... and film his findings. His paranormal 
documentary series, Paranormal: Tales of the Unknown, 
is available on Amazon Prime .

the him industry and made me realize how much I enjoy 
every aspect of making a movie. So I took the plunge, and 
here I am now! 


Q: When did you first become 
interested in the paranormal? 

Troy: I first became interested in 
the paranormal at a young age when 
I had an imaginary friend. He was 
this fellow who looked like he was 
from the 1930s, and he would play 
the saxophone. 

Growing up I didn’t have a very 
good childhood, so having this relax¬ 
ing energy near me, almost like a fa¬ 
therly figure, really helped me when 
I was a kid. And ever since learning 
that these friends might actually be 
spirits interested me. 

Q: Did your imaginary friend 
have a name? 
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Troy: Looking back, I do believe my imaginary friend 
was a spirit. The main thing that makes me believe that 
is one experience I had at a grocery store. I loved wear¬ 
ing beanies. It is my favorite style of hat. The spirit I saw 
when I was a kid had this very old-style hat, like an ivy hat 
where it’s flat on the top. 

Well, while at the store, this older gentleman comes 
up to me, pats me, and tells me about how life will get 
easier. And he gives me his hat that is similar to the spirit 
I was communicating with as a child. 

Maybe the man saw how my parents were and felt 
bad for me. Maybe in some weird way it was this imagi¬ 
nary friend. It’s a very interesting memory to recall, and I 
really do wish I still had that hat. 

Q: What can you tell us about your own paranor¬ 
mal encounters? 

Troy: I have had a variety of different paranormal encoun¬ 
ters, but I will share a very recent one that has shocked me 
to this day. I went to the Yorktown Memorial Hospital with 
my filming team. And when I was talking with the guide 
that was with us, I heard a deep throat gurgle sound. And 
when I turned to my right, I saw this very bright, lit-up face 
that was direcdy staring at me from the shadows. 

I immediately jumped up and screamed, which is not 
like me at all. But I could not believe what I just saw. Re¬ 
viewing my audio recording, you hear my name being said 
by something several times, which was also a very creepy 
aspect to this event. 

Another event that happened to me when I was 
younger was waking up, looking toward the end of my 
bed, and finding a child sitting on my bed shaking back 
and forth, whispering. My body was in complete panic. I 
kept saying under my breath “Go away.” Then I snapped 
out of it, and it was gone. 

Q: How did you deal with those paranormal expe¬ 
riences? 

Troy: Dealing with the Yorktown experience was interest¬ 
ing. Throughout the night, I felt like I needed to find out 
who this entity was, and I was almost a little angry. As the 
night went on, though, things got really weird. 

On the basement level is a demon, and it was re¬ 
ally affecting our guide. And the psychic that was with us 
couldn’t go down the stairs because it was as if she was 
blind. So, my friend helped her along the stairs while the 
guide and I went down into the basement first. 

I had these violent thoughts enter my mind, and I 
knew they weren’t my own because I would never do such 
a thing. I had a pencil in my right hand, and I just wanted

to stab the guide in the neck, I literally felt as if I was in 
danger and I needed to fight for my life. 

Knowing that this was such an irrational feeling, I tried 
snapping myself out of it and telling myself that nothing can 
take over my body. As soon as this happened, we smelled a 
dead body ... it actually smelled like rotten flesh. 

As soon as the other two came by, we quickly left the 
basement. Something is very evil there, and to this day I 
really want to go back. It’s almost as if I need to go back. 

The child ghost incident was very brief. I would 
always feel a presence watching over me around my bed. 
Our house was very haunted because my parents would 
dabble in a bit of grave robbing and witchcraft. So I can 
only feel this could have been the lost spirit of a child. 

Q: Can you tell us more about your parents' in¬ 
volvement in witchcraft and grave robbing? 

Troy: Before my dad met my mom, his first wife dealt with 
voodoo. He never really told me much about her, but things 
did not end well and she cursed him. One morning when 
he walked outside, he found a dead chicken and other parts. 
Ever since then, things were never right for him. He always 
got mixed up with the wrong people. Lots of drugs and 
drinking, and he never really pursued his dreams. 

Whenever my mom would go to the psychic, they 
would say my dad had passed away. And she would have 
to explain that he was still alive.

Dancing With the Dead 

AT TAO CHICAGO

S ince 1985, thousands of Chicagoans and subur¬ 
banites have danced the night away at the curious 
building on the northwest corner of Dearborn 
and Ontario streets. The dark granite, Gothic castle has 
been known by several names over the past 35 years: 

The Limelight, Excalibur, The Castle, and currently Tao 
Chicago. If any building in Chicago looks like it should be 
haunted, Tao Chicago is it. And if what patrons and staff 
tell us is true, then it most certainly is. 

Long before drinks were served and writhing bodies 
populated the dancefloor, the building had a much differ¬ 
ent purpose. 632 N. Dearborn was constructed in 1892 
and is a classic example of Henry Ives Cobb’s signature 
Richardson Romanesque architectural style. The build¬ 
ing was originally the home of Walter Loomis Newberry, 
founder of the Newberry Library. When the building was 
listed on the National Register of Historic Places in 1978, 
it went under the name Old Chicago Historical Society. 

The building has a reputation for being haunted. 

Prior to the current building, a different building occupied 
the property, the original historical society. When the 
Chicago lire turned much of the city to ash, the original 
historical society burned to the ground. Several people 
who sought refuge in the building perished when the in¬ 
ferno engulfed the building. The tragedy didn’t end there. 

According to legend, the building was used as a 
makeshift morgue for the victims of the Eastland disaster 
in 1915. As the bodies were brought in, they were laid out 
on the floor as they awaited identification by friends and 
family. Although this has been a long-held belief about the 
building, this story has been refuted. Chicago historians 
have declared that no bodies from the disaster were ever 
stored in the building. 

If this is true, we are still left with two questions: Who 
are these spirits that haunt the popular nightspot, and why 
do some appear to be so angry?

In 1985, Peter Gatien bought the old building, 
converted it into a nightclub, and called it The Limelight. 
It wasn’t long before staff and patrons became aware of 
ghostly presences lurking in the darkened corners of the 
nightspot. And not all were friendly. 

The Laughing Girl 

Perhaps the most common phantom encountered in 
the nightclub is the ghost of a little girl. The spectral child 
has been described as wearing clothes common for girls 
in the late 19th and early 20th centuries. She has been

witnessed skipping around the building while giggling 
eerily. Others have seen her peering down at them from 
the railings on the upper floors. 

It has been offered that she was one of the victims 
that perished in the building when the great Chicago fire 
reduced the original building to ashes. 

The Candle 

A strange sight has been discovered as employees ar¬ 
rive to prepare the club for its nocturnal clientele. A single 
lit candle has been found burning brighdy on a ledge in 
the former Dome Room. Upon questioning, employees 
have denied lighting the candle or even using a candle to 
light their way. 

Maybe one of the club’s many ghosts lights the candle 
to remind the living they are not alone. 

Apparitions 

The ghost of a little girl isn’t the only apparition that 
has been witnessed in the club. Apparitions of people 
in old-fashioned clothes have been seen throughout the 
building. Very rarely will these mysterious figures interact 
with the living. However, when they do, the interaction is 
by no means pleasant. 


Patrons and guests have reported being yelled at by 
the angry ghosts that populate the club. While others 
pitifully beg for help, one of these angry spirits is said 
to haunt the stairs and takes a twisted delight in pushing 
people as they walk up and down the stairs. 

Several club goers have reported the feeling of a 
rough, calloused hand seizing them by the shoulder and 
shoving them. Thankfully, no one has ever been seriously 
harmed. 

Beer Bottles and Creepy Noises 

After the last patron has left and the staff goes about 
closing the club, creepy noises and phantom footsteps 
have been heard following staff around as they go about 
their cleaning duties. Perhaps the strangest activity during 
cleanup is empty beer bottles found on tables in areas the 
staff has already cleaned up. 

From its earliest days as The Limelight to the day The 
Castle closed, psychic turbulence has been reported. So 
far, the current tenant, Tao Chicago, hasn’t reported any 
unexplained activity. 

It seems only a matter of time before the current 
occupants experience the ghosts that have walked this 
popular nightspot for a century. ♦

THE MYSTERY OF UTSURO-BUNE 

ANCIENT UFO ENCOUNTER IN JAPAN?

L ook at Figure 1 on this page. Do you know where 
this picture was acquired from? Most people 
would believe that it has been procured from a 
UFO-related book published in the 20th century after the 
UFO legend originated. 

But this notion is incorrect. The picture was depicted 
in a Japanese book published in 1844 more than 100 
years before the first UFO sighting was recorded in 1947. 

The document that includes this picture states 
the mysterious story of an incident that occurred on 
a Japanese beach in 1803 and resembles the modern 
UFO close encounter of the third kind. Furthermore, 
the above-mentioned document is one of 12 such docu¬ 
ments that have been found to date, all of which detail 
the same incident. 

Surprisingly, in most of the documents, a disk-shaped 
ship called Utsuro-bune, which mean “hollow ship” in 
Japanese (a UFO?), a strange woman speaking an un¬ 
known language (an alien?), and strange characters (an 
alien hieroglyph?) are depicted. One of the documents 
named Funabashi Print, which was the newspaper called 
kawaraban at the time and had been published sometime 
during 1804-1805, is shown in Figure 2 on the next page. 
You can see the incident’s depiction in this document. 

For a long time in Japan, the incident mentioned 
in these documents was considered to be a part of the 
Utsuro-bune legend, from a folkloric point of view. The 
Utsuro-bune was thought to be a ship based on human 
imagination. However, after the UFO fever crossed over 
from the U.S. in 1947, the question emerged: Why did 
the disk-shaped ship, depicted in the documents, greatly 
resemble a UFO? This intriguing story is well-known as 
the Utsuro-bune UFO legend in Japan. 

The reason why UFOs are still considered a part of

legend, even though more than 70 years have passed since 
1947, is that there is no physical or objective evidence that 
strongly supports their existence. One of the strongest ob¬ 
jections raised against UFOs have to do with the question: 
“If UFOs really exist, why are there no records of UFO 
incidents before 1947?” In fact, if UFOs do exist, we 
should easily be able to find historical records of earlier 
incidents similar to modern UFO sightings. 

Thus, UFO enthusiasts have tried to find evidence 
of incidents that match modern UFO incidents in his¬ 
torical records, ancient documents, legends, folktales, 
and myths prior to 1947. However, to date, their efforts 
have been in vain. 

At present, people interested in UFOs say, “We 
won’t believe in UFOs without reliable evidence. Is there

any reliable evidence now?” This brings forth the follow¬ 
ing question: Does the long-awaited evidence confirming 
the existence of UFOs lie in the Utsuro-bune UFO legend 
in Japan? 

I have been engaged in scientific work for a long 
time and am an emeritus professor at Gifu University in 
Japan. I have published more than 100 scientific papers 
in scientific journals. In addition to scientific works, I have 
investigated this legend and have made significant discov¬ 
eries concerning its mystery. 

For example, when I started 
researching the legend, there were only 
two known documents with regard to 
the legend. I added 10 literature ma¬ 
terials of the legend to the original two 
documents. 

Furthermore, since no one could 
identify the incident site in the his¬ 
torical materials for a long time, most 
Japanese believed that the legend was 
based on an imaginary incident. 

In 2014,1 identified the incident 
site in the ancient Japanese map by 
investigating the Banke Document, cre¬ 
ated by ninja as shown in Figure 3. My 
discovery made it to the newspapers. 

I wrote the book The Mystery of 
Utsuro-bune: Ancient UFO Encoun¬ 
ter in Japan? to exhaustively study 
the Utsuro-bune UFO legend from 
a scientific, historical, and folkloric 
viewpoint. The book is the first of its 
kind in English to have completely 


documented this mystery, and it is written in a scientific 
and reasonable manner. 

Readers, regardless of their skepticism toward the 
existence of UFOs, will be fascinated by the bizarre mystery 
that provokes the question: “Why are ships similar to UFOs 
depicted in the 200-year-old ancient literature of the Edo 
Period in Japan? Is it evidence of the existence of UFOs?” 

The quest in pursuit of the Utsuro-bune UFO legend 
is extremely interesting and exciting. It is similar to the 
treasure-hunting stories in Hollywood 
movies, such as Indiana Jones and 
National Treasure. In these movies, the 
story begins with the discovery of mys¬ 
terious ancient documents that need to 
be decoded first. 

The discovered mysterious ancient 
documents are usually imaginary, but the 
mysterious, ancient documents of the 
Utsuro-bune UFO legend are not imagi¬ 
nary. They were certainly created about 
200 years ago in Japan and exist now. 

Fortunately, or unfortunately, the 
documents of Utsuro-bune UFO legend 
have not been perfectly decoded. In 
this case, the treasure to be found is the 
clarification of the UFO legends, which 
started in 20th century U.S.

The Mystery of Samhain & 
the Wisdom of Death

S amhain is the ancient Celtic festival welcoming the 
dark half of the year, which was always celebrated 
at the end of October. It was a commemoration of 
the dying year and the beginning of a spiritual new year. 

Its name has evolved over the centuries, and so has its 
meaning, but October 31 remains a night of deep dark¬ 
ness when we revel in the mystery, with a more tangible 
connection with spirits on the other side. 

Even before I “knew” or learned that Samhain was 
the Celtic New Year, I always had this feeling right around 
November 1 that the planet was rebirthing itself. Some¬ 
thing seems new, fresh, and available on the morning after 
Samhain, or Halloween. And it is. In this article, I’ll share 
some of the meaning and mystery of Samhain so you can 
experience this sacred time in a way that honors your own 
cycles of life, death, and rebirth. 

The Spirit Realm Gets Closer 

This is my favorite time of year. The days shorten, 
the shadows grow, and the veil between our world and the 


spirit realm is at its thinnest. There’s an extra electrical 
charge in the air, and the magical possibilities seem to be 
all around us. October has an energy of clearing, clean¬ 
ing, and preparation. Nature is about to take back within 
herself what has stopped living. If you didn’t bury it, she’s 
about to send her spirit soldiers to come retrieve it. 

On October 31, we say goodbye one last time to 
what the year has both brought to and taken from us. It’s 
a grand reconciliation of what you have and what you 
lost. Now is the time to say, “I accept the cycles of life 
and death, and somewhere within those cycles, I myself 
am reborn.” 

The turning of the Wheel toward Samhain is a turn 
toward darkness. The nights are growing longer, and time 
is catching up with us. Our trees no longer bear living fruit

withdraw that hand on November 
1, no harm done. 

Or can we? That is always the 
question. Does some little part of us 
die every Samhain, and, is that OK? 

Talking About and Celebrat¬ 
ing Death 

Yes, we are going to talk about 
death, because there is no other 
way to lean fully into the work 
of living. That is the medicine of 
Samhain and Halloween. In almost 
every country outside of the United States, death is talked 
about, danced with, and even celebrated. 

Here in the West, we push cemeteries to the distant 
corners of our cities and towns and place headstones 
flat parallel with the Earth so that when we drive by the 


places of the dead, they look like nice parks. In most 
other countries, cemeteries and mausoleums are front 
and center in towns and cities with upright headstones 
that tell you: “Oh yes, there are dead people here, and 
guess what... you are dying too. 
And no you can’t pretend it’s not 
going to happen to you.” 

The ancient Celts didn’t resist 
this death dance, this portal to the 
other side, because they under¬ 
stood how to harvest wisdom in the 
process of facing their own mortali¬ 
ty. They understood that when you 
bury something with intention, it 
can feed future crops and nourish 
them from within. 

And yet, the word itself — Sam¬ 
hain — means nothing more than 
summer’s end. The end of growth. 
This sabbat reminds us that death 
is just a natural stage of life. We can’t have life without 
death any more than we can have light without dark, truth 
without lies, or good without evil.

Are There Demons 
Among Us?

T he question I get asked the most is: Do you be¬ 
lieve in demons? My answer is that I work closely 
with the Great Spirit every day. And if there’s a 
great spirit, God, then there must be demons too. In fact, 

I have run into demons many times in my 54 years in the 
paranormal. 

Demons are fallen angels, and the Bible speaks of 
this. Lucifer was an angel who rebelled against God. Lu¬ 
cifer had followers, and they — as well as Lucifer — were 
expelled from Heaven. The Bible says that two-thirds of 
the angels were thrown out and cast down to Earth. 

And, now, Lucifer and the demons have full run of 
Earth. So, where are they? 

They are everywhere. They could be hidden in anyone 
— your neighbor, your doctor, your pet, and even your 
political representatives. Demons seek to hide in plain sight 
and only make themselves known when they need to. 

But while I know demons to be very real, not all 
negative attachments are demons. Sometimes they are 
spirits disguising themselves as demons, as one case I was 
involved with demonstrated. 

An Angry Spirit in Disguise 

I had a case a few years back where a church asked 
me to check on a family that might have some type of 
demonic attachment. The church’s minister said that he 
had been asked to take care of the problem, but he and 
his church members could not solve the problem. The 
minister said the entire family seemed oppressed. 

I told the minister I would look into it. Being a sha¬ 
man, I had been trained to deal with demonic situations, 
but I did not normally go looking for those situations 
unless I had to. 

The next day I went to the location were the fam¬ 
ily lived. They had been told to expect me. When I got 
there, the entire neighborhood felt eerie and dark. 



I approached the front door, and before I could 
knock, the door opened. There stood a man with a smile 
on his face. He was about 40.1 introduced myself, and he 
said, “I know who you are. Come in.” 

So I entered the home and was led to the living room. 
Sitting on the couch was a woman and two kids that were 
under the age of 12. 

They looked like a Norman Rockwell painting — very 
stiff looking with no expressions. They just glared at me. 
One by one, they told me their names, and the woman 
asked me to have a seat. So I sat down. 

The man sat beside his wife, and they all sat there look¬ 
ing at me.

The son even inappropriately grabbed 
his mother. 

I asked the boy how old he was. He said he was 13. 

I asked him why he grabbed his mother. He smiled and 
said that he didn’t know, but something told him it would 
make him feel good. 

I asked the man what else had been happening, and 
he said his daughter had not been acting right either. I 
asked her how old she was, and she said 11. 

I could feel a strangeness in energy begin to happen 
within the room. The children started to get annoyed and 
then began pulling on their clothes. 

I stood up and pulled a blessed cross out of my 
pocket. “Be still spirits!” I shouted. 

The kids fell silent at my command. And the two 
parents sat there paralyzed as well. 

I walked over to the young boy and placed the cross 
on his head. He shouted at me to get away. I stood there 
and said,” Foul spirit, who are you?” 

The boy began cursing at me and the rest of the fam¬ 
ily. “Be still all of you!” I yelled. 

They all fell quiet. I asked again, “Foul spirit, who are 
you?”

that was not demonic but acting like a demon. I walked a 
few steps back and looked at the family. 

I said aloud, “Foul spirit, you’re a fake. You’re no 
demon. You’re a punk!” With that, I instantly saw a dark 
mist envelop the family. 

I told it to “leave now,” and it immediately began to 
rise, turning into what looked like a tiny tornado. It hov¬ 
ered over the family, and once again I told it to leave. The 
dark mist started to fade, and I commanded it to never 
return or I would send it to Hell. The mist disappeared. 

I could see a change come over the family, and the 
room and house felt a lot lighter. 

The man asked me what happened. I told him that 
sometimes a dark spirit enters a house, infests it with its 
energy, and haunts the location, fooling people into think¬ 
ing it’s a demon. 

The man then asked how I knew for sure that it 



wasn’t a demon. I told him that when I challenged the 
spirit, if it were a demon it would have fought me more 
than just cursing and growling and that real demons would 
not make themselves known so quickly. 

I then let the man know that he and his family were 
safe now, and then I left. 

I called the minister and told his things were now OK 
and the family was safe. 

What to Do if You Are Dealing With a 
Negative Spirit 

While this case did not deal with a real demon, they 
are very real. They hide in plain sight, and you never 
know who they are or who they possess. They are ex¬ 
tremely tricky, and I don’t advise anyone without exten¬ 
sive experience to go up against a demon. 

There is special clergy who deal with this sort of thing, 
such as people like Bishop James Long, who I believe to be 
one of the best. He has taught me personally in the past. 

If you need help with negative paranormal experi¬ 
ences, Fd strongly advise you to reach out to clergy or a 
demonologist in your area. 

They can help you determine if you are dealing with a 
demon or a negative spirit. Never tackle this kind of thing 
alone. ♦

IS THE UNIVERSE EXPANDING? 

... and How Old Is It Really?

F br much of human history, we had no idea there were 
other galaxies besides our own. It was thought that 
humanity and the galaxy we inhabit was an island adrift 
in a universe of a hundred billion stars. And even though the 
Universe is one of the great unexplained wonders of human 
history, we now know that our universe is a vast, dynamic 
cauldron of activity and home to 100 billion galaxies, all rac¬ 
ing away within a boiling ocean of space-time. 

To understand the enormousness of the Universe 
and how it made all the raw material we see here on 
Earth, we need to take an incredible journey and travel 
back through space and time to the moment our universe 
was born. We need to go back to the very beginning, to 
a time when there was nothing ... no stars, no space, just 
a time before there was time. Then, all of a sudden it 
started in an instantaneous moment where from nothing 
our entire universe was created in the Big Bang. 

Violently, the Universe grew from smaller than the size 
of an atom to the size of a baseball. In cosmic terms, that is 
like a grain of sand growing almost to the size of the observ¬ 
able universe. And even though the Universe has been 
around for a finite amount of time, roughly 13.8 billion 
years, it looks pretty much the same everywhere. On very 
large scales, the Universe is actually a pretty simple place. 

Nevertheless, the Universe is a very, very big place; 
and it is getting bigger. But how big is the visible Uni¬ 
verse? And how old is it really? To find answers to these 
questions, I plowed through an avalanche of Internet 
articles and came to a halt at a YouTube video from Dr. 
Don Lincoln (https://drdonlincoln.com/), who is a senior 
scientist doing research at Fermi National Accelerator 
Laboratory (Fermilab) and an adjunct professor of physics 
at the University of Notre Dame in Indiana. 

“There are lots of tricky ways to think about that, but 
let’s start with perhaps the most obvious. Time and space 
are inextricably intertwined when we talk about how far 
away things are. This is especially true when we talk about 
large-scale structures of the Universe,” explained Dr. Lin-

coin in his video. “If the Universe is only 14 billion years 
old, how can it be 92 billion light years wide?” 

Dr. Lincoln continues: “When the Universe began, 
it was filled with light, which then traveled through the 
cosmos. And, if the Universe began 13.7 billion years ago 
and we’re just now seeing it arrive, it had to have traveled 
13.7 billion light years before it hit Earth. Astronomers 
can actually see light from shortly after the Universe be¬ 
gan. It’s called the Cosmic Microwave Background radia¬ 
tion (CMB), and it’s the oldest thing we’ve ever seen.” 

Since astronomers have seen the rapid velocity that 
space expands with, it became a natural question to ask, 
“What is it expanding into?” 

No matter how deeply we peer into the cosmos, we 
cannot see a boundary. And, so far, science has uncovered 
no evidence that a boundary exists. Space may extend to 
infinity, or it may not; but in Einstein’s universe, things can 
be curved. And if things can be curved, they can be curved 
in on themselves or around any object they encounter. 

Odd as it might sound, space itself might be twist¬ 
ing and bending its content to shape the Universe ... into 
virtually anything imaginable. 
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The cosmic microwave background is thought to be leftover 
radiation from the Big Bang. As the theory goes, when the Uni¬ 
verse was born, it underwent a rapid inflation and expansion. 


It seems that general relativity makes it, in some way, 
possible to live in an infinite universe with no boundary 
at all, whereby space-time is suddenly not a static entity; 
it is a dynamic and ever-changing fabric within which 
the locations of all galaxies are woven. Galaxies are not 
themselves moving very much, but they appear to move to 
us because of new cosmic real estate, continually injected, 
increasing its distance from us. 

Does this creation of new space-time and the rate at 
which it is being created determine how fast a galaxy ap¬ 
pears to be moving away from us? 

“One day, the expansion of the Universe will make it 
so that almost all of the galaxies we see in our telescopes 
today, which I remind you now we’re seeing as they were 
in the distant past, will slip from our view,” Dr. Lincoln 
says. “We will one day only be able to see galaxies from 
our local group, meaning the Milky Way, Andromeda, 
and a few dozen minor galaxies in the vicinity.” 

There is still one big question we need to answer be¬ 
fore we can start thinking about what the cause could be 
for this expansion. How do we know space is expanding? 
Well, science gathered a lot of data to back up the claim 
of space expanding. The Planck telescope really came 
through, but the most famous is probably the red shift of 
light . But there is another source scientists are thinking of 
as being the cause of the Universe expanding, and that is 
dark energy. 

“It turns out that the simplest calculation isn’t quite 
right,” explained Dr. Lincoln. “You see, about 5 billion 
years ago, an energy held that we call dark energy became 
important. Dark energy is a repulsive form of gravity, 
which means that the expansion of the Universe isn’t 


slowing down; it’s accelerating. That, of course, means 
that after 9 billion years of the expansion of space slowing 
down, it’s now speeding up.” 

Now, while we may think of our galaxy as just an 
island, or not, scientists believe that it is much larger 
than previously thought. Remember that our galaxy 
contains subatomic particles that behave bizarrely when 
they meet “stuff.” It also contains black holes that 
consume cosmic debris like a whale swallowing its daily 
portion of plankton. 

Still, after many centuries, this rapidly expanding 
place remains a mystery. And even though physics has 
come an enormous way, it seems we simply cannot wrap 
our minds around this enormous, dark, cosmic freezer we 
are swirling around in. 

Every culture, every age has asked the question and 
tried to answer it. It is one of the greatest adventures 
of the human mind to find out where we came from, 
where we are now, and where we are going. It seems we 
are captured by Medusa’s Gaze when it comes down to 
unraveling the mysteries of this really, really big, dark 
place of which its size and age seem not to agree with 
each other. 

And so, like a young caterpillar awaiting that miracu¬ 
lous and magical moment of unfolding its wings, we are 
cocooned from understanding what is perhaps the greatest 
questions facing the human race: Where do we come 
from, and what is our ultimate fate? ♦

MEN IN BLACK

S omehow this has become quite the quandary to 
write about. I thought this would be easier, but in 
the back of my mind, the blurry memories, con¬ 
cealed and guarded by the child within, won’t budge, 
basically revealing meager flashbacks. 

Loyalty is perhaps the problem here — or the under¬ 
stood dialogue of suppressed fears along with stern con¬ 
sequences. One thing I do remember is that sometimes I 
was a willing pupil and other times I was about as feral as 
an undomesticated barn cat, hissing with claws out. 

I remember three different types of these so-called 
Men In Black (MIBs). Why this is so is really the million- 
dollar question. All three seem to serve a purpose that 
has nothing to do with the other. I often wonder if they 
convene with each other. But I think not. 

Sunglasses have always been important to me since I 
was a very young child. I liked the feeling of hiding behind 
them, the obscure and apprehensive thoughts reflected in 
my eyes hidden behind blackness. It’s a comforting habit 
that has never left me. The blacker the lens, the more 
I like them. I have often thought this is why MIB wear 
sunglasses. 

One group hides their dark objectives, while another 
hides the fact that they invoke fear as a reminder of con¬ 
sequences. The last group seems to have a more obscure 
purpose in mind. To me, they are the “real” MIB because 
their frequency or vibe is not familiar or comfortable to 
be around. In some ways, I always preferred them to the 
other two who I call the imitators. 

Sometimes what a child doesn’t understand is easier 
to handle than the familiar and nightmarish routine of 
brutality. The reality of iniquity can be the breaking point 
that shatters the conscious mind into fragments of a once- 
balanced and unbroken psyche. When a child enters the 
equation, the end results are usually surreal, because real¬ 
ity acquires an off-kilter sentiment that makes daily living 
seem like a divergent existence. 

There’s a reason for this contradictory life, and I 



think its creation is by varying family dynamics, the kind 
that stipulate children should be seen but not heard. 


A Startling Childhood Experience 

My most memorable and startling experience as a kid 
demonstrates this ideology. I was 10 or 11 years old. 

One ordinary day, walking home from school, I 
encountered the infamous MIB black car many people 
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talk about seeing. In some ways, I feel lucky to have this 
memory. Weird, I know, but for some reason I don’t 
think what I saw was the typical black car most people see 
when they experience the MIB. 

Walking halfway through my neighborhood, I started 
to feel very anxious. I felt them before they came up on me, 
and I knew “they” had an unusual agenda that day. The car 
was quiet beyond belief, so the only way I knew they pulled 
up beside me was by the horrendous feeling in my gut. 

The car itself was interesting to say the least. It had 
a very long hood that 
extended out in front of 
it, three feet beyond a 
regular car’s hood. It was 
black with what seemed like 


silver detailing around the 


windows, front of the hood, 
tires, and the back end of the car. 

Funny, I almost thought that they created an authentic 
cartoon car because it was so out of proportion. 

One long front door came swinging open almost 
blocking my path. It was pitch black inside, almost like a 
vacuum of some sort that reminded me of total darkness, 
void of space and time. A voice that sounded humanoid 
and male called out to me and told me to get into the car. 

I felt the presence of three people in the car even though 
I couldn’t see them. 

Now mind you, this happened in broad daylight 
around 1974 or 1975. A few cars drove by, but, strangely, 
nobody seemed to notice or look at the odd-looking car. 

I remember I had a premonition that very morning that 
something was up, because I really didn’t want to go to 
school that day. My instincts were right on the money, and 
I knew that I was in big trouble. In some ways, I wasn’t 
necessarily afraid of the three beings in the car. But I was 
completely terrified of their intentions. 

They weren’t the regular MIB that I had remembered 
seeing in my past — their intentions seemed to be more 
ominous by nature. I vaguely remember seeing a long arm 
stretched out toward me, and that’s when I ran for my life, 
literally. I was so flustered that when I ran through the front 
doors of my parent’s house, my mom had to calm me down 
as I was talking a mile a minute and gasping for breath. 

I remember her looking at me and knowing she 
didn’t believe me. It was a sinking feeling because I knew 
I was ultimately and completely on my own. Fortunately, 
the car didn’t return again, but that didn’t matter. I was 
already traumatized, not so much because “they” came 
around, but more so because I was involved in a world 
that my parents didn’t know existed. If you think about 
it, it was the perfect scenario for “them” to hide in plain 


sight. No one would know the better, and as far as my 
parents go, they never did. 

Survival wasn’t just an instinct; it was a necessity that 
unfortunately resulted in me becoming a paranoid and 
frightened kid throughout my elementary and middle 
school years. I developed a really bad habit of jumping 
behind bushes, basically any bush within reach if I heard a 
car coming down the road. It’s kind of funny ... to this day, 

I have to stop myself from wanting to jump behind bushes 
if I hear a car coming toward me. There have been a few 

times the bushes won! 

The 'Original' MIB 

At age 5 or 6,1 re¬ 
member being in a cave with 


two “original” MIB trying to 


coax me to jump over a large 
campfire. I knew my limita¬ 
tions, especially my short little legs and said, “No,” matter- 
of-facdy. They walked over to me and said, “Good job.” 

Knowing our limitations is just as important as reach¬ 
ing for our immeasurabilities. Not all the lessons I learned 
from the “original” MIB were scary or painful. To a cer¬ 
tain extent, I always knew that they were testing my ability 
as a human child. The end results were never made clear, 
but that didn’t matter in the long run because not knowing 
their agenda as a kid was a comfort in itself. 

A memory I have that pops up in the back of my 
mind from time to time is one of the clearest I have of 
underground tunnels and facilities. I can see clearly in my 
mind’s eye a dirt tunnel that had a circular glass atrium 
at the entrance with people walking around it in military 
fatigues and ordinary work clothes. I was seven or eight 
at the time, and I remember that no matter how fast I ran 
toward the entrance, two MIB suits always caught up with 
me and carried me back to wherever I had come from. 

I was terrified of one specific room, or was it one 
specific person? I can’t remember, but it was one or the 
other. I remember being a problem child, but I also re¬ 
member that it took just one look or a few specific words 
from whoever was terrorizing me in order to get me to 
calm myself down. 

I remember there where offices on either side of what 
eventually turned into a hallway from the main entrance. 
The MIB suits had a definite mili tary link, and I think in 
some ways they just changed clothes according to their 
orders of the day, while the original MIB disregarded 
anything but their own agenda. 

Another memory that I have is interesting, because 
it’s one of the few that I have of being tied up. My wrists 
and ankles were tied to a large chair that reminded me 
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of ole “Sparky” the electrocution chair used in many 
prisons. It was odd, because I felt like I was a very small 
child in size, but I just think it was the chair was huge. My 
feet didn’t reach the floor, and I couldn’t sit all the way 
back. It felt like a chair for someone who was either 9 or 
10 feet tall. I looked at my wrists and saw that there were 
brown leather straps tied around them, and I could feel 
the straps on my ankles, but I couldn’t look down because 
of how I was tied. 

There was a presence to my back left and two MIB 
leaning up against a wall by a door in front of me. They 
seemed more disheveled in appear¬ 
ance, and I knew instinctively they 
weren’t mili tary or the original MIB, 
but government shills. They had their 
sunglasses on, but it seemed nonsen¬ 
sical to me that they would think I 
wouldn’t know who they were. It’s all 
in the vibration that people and beings 
put out. If a person’s soul is in charge, 
they know immediately who is who. 

The voice to my back left told me 
to place my right palm onto a long 
silver needle that was about a foot 
long. I looked down at my right wrist 
and saw that the brown leather strap 
was untied. None the less, I adamantly 
said, “No!” The voice told me more 
forcefully again to place my palm over 
the needle, and I said, “No. You can’t make me.” 

The two government MIB started to laugh at me, 
and I immediately lunged toward them because I wanted 
to beat the crap out of them. I instinctively didn’t like 
them from the get-go, and they knew it. They laughed 
harder as I fought the leather straps. I knew I had one 
hand free, and as I was focusing on untying my left wrist, 
all of a sudden, my right hand started to move on its own 
volition. 

I was stunned and horrified that I had no control over 
my own hand. Whoever was behind me moved my hand 
either with telepathy or some other kind of ability over the 
needle. I tried and tried to stop my hand but to no avail. 
Just as my right palm went down on the large needle, I 
yelled, “No!” I felt the needle prick my palm, and as I 
tried to resist, I slowly blacked out. 

The Different Types of MIB 

As you can see, the different types of MIB make the 
difference in experiences and outcomes. All three have 
their place in history by infamous legends of truths and 
half truths. What I find interesting is that history has all 


three feign ignorance of their iniquitous positions. With 
these three groups, working out their agendas and figuring 
out who, what, where, and why is futile. 

If I thought my childhood memories were an illusion 
or some misplaced memories that weren’t mine at all, I 
wouldn’t be writing about this. I realized that my life was 
out of the ordinary, even at a young age. 

In my late-20s, I guess I ignored the childhood 
memories because I was trying to live a life that everybody 
else seemed to be able to live more easily than me. Road¬ 
blocks of the mind can be really hard to take down later 
in life. Chipping away at my obstruct¬ 
ed fears was as futile as understanding 
“why me?” 

The last experience I can say I 
have had with the MIB was when I 
was 28, coming back from Egypt. I 
had an emotional and crazy trip back 
with a few blunders that could have 
been detrimental in me never com¬ 
ing home to the States again. I will 
leave this story for another time since 
it basically could be a book of epic 
proportions. 

My flight arrived in Paris, and I 
was exhausted and twitterpated be¬ 
yond belief as I got off the plane and 
started walking on the tarmac leading 
into the airport. Two MIB with the 
typical sunglasses came out of nowhere, standing to my 
right side. One of them reached for me and told me that 
I needed to come with him. They weren’t the “real” MIB, 
but government men with American accents. 

I looked at them and basically went ballistic in zero to 
60 within the blink of an eye. With my expletive answer 
along with my loud outburst, I walked away from them 
never looking back. They didn’t come after me, and look¬ 
ing back at my demeanor, I really don’t blame them. 

In the end, I don’t see MIB as terrifying monsters. 
Mysterious agendas can turn men or anyone else into 
monstrous beasts that make the average person’s mind 
cower in fear. Maybe, just maybe, the mind holds onto 
such fears because the truth is that people want to be a 
part of conspiracies or in the middle of preventing some 
catastrophic demise of humanity. Sci-fi lives because in 
our minds there is truth in the unfathomable high strange¬ 
ness of the unknown. 

The old saying that knowledge is power speaks vol¬ 
umes here.

THE CASPER HAUNTING 

IN PLACERVILLE, CA

I nitial report: Audra Straling called in Halo Para¬ 
normal Investigations to help with a haunting in her 
home. She had moved into her home in Placerville, 
California about one year ago. She was told that the house 
was haunted before moving in. Audra has heard knocks, 
strange noises, pounding on the walls, and disembodied 
footsteps. Some toys have activated; one toy had a dead 
battery but still came to life. Doors open on their own, 
and the garage door once slammed shut. 

Audra has felt presences in the house, 
including a male presence that was “lurk¬ 
ing about the house.” Audra could feel 
its energy. Shortly after Audra moved 
into the house, her neighbor died. She 
wonders if he is one of the spirits in the 
house. Audra’s older sister has experienced 
strange activity in the house. 

Note: One of our investigator’s re¬ 
ported that her arm was touched during the 
initial briefing. 

The History of Placerville 

There are many ghost tours in Placer¬ 
ville because of the sordid history of this 
town. In fact, at one time HPI conducted 
ghost tours of Placerville (for about four 
years). Here is a little bit of history ... 

The discovery of gold at Sutter’s Mill 
in 1848 — in nearby Coloma, California — 
by James Marshall, sparked the California 
Gold Rush. At the time, the small town 
now known as Placerville was called Dry 
Diggins after the manner in which the miners moved 
cardoads of dry soil to run water to separate the gold from 
the soil. 

Later in 1849, the town earned its most common 


historical name, “Hangtown,” because of the numerous 
hangings that had occurred there. Note: Deanna saw a 
hanged man in the garage — a vision of sorts. 

Roll Call 

Investigators present included Deanna Jaxine Stinson 
(HPI co-owner and psychic medium), Paul Dale Roberts 
(HPI co-owner), Randall Johnson, Pelenta Forrest, Tina 
Wice, and Xandean Smith. 


The Investigations 

When pulling up to the house, Pelenta heard foot¬ 
steps behind her and she had actually said, “Sorry, I walk 
slow,” thinking it was a real person behind her. Pelenta

turned around, and there was no one there. Pelenta also 
saw a dark shadow walking across the lawn. 

We had two 40-minute investigations on August 10, 
2019, with a debriefing after each investigative session. 
We explored all of the rooms in this house, outside, and 
the garage. 

Deanna picked up on an old woman walking around 
the house. She described the old woman to Audra and 
came to find out it was Audra’s grandmother, who had the 
last name of Waters. Pelenta’s ghost box actually picked up 
on the name Waters several times during the investigation. 

Deanna also saw a little boy in the hallway watching 
us. He looked to be about 13 years old and wearing a 
black baseball cap and sweatpants. Audra was told that a 
little boy does indeed haunt the house. 


Deanna picked up on Native American 
energy outside. We captured several EVPs 
confirming that this house is truly haunted. 

We captured an EVP in the garage of Audra’s 
deceased brother, Tony. (Deanna had picked 
up on Audra’s brother in the garage and asked 
me to do an EVP session.) 

Some of the EVPs we captured were unin¬ 
telligible voices and one clear voice of a male 
says, “She knows.” 

Conclusion 

I call this a Casper Haunting because all 
of the entities in this home are harmless. We 
determined that Audra’s brother and grand¬ 
mother are haunting her home. 

As for the little boy, we do not know where 
this little boy is from. Xandean captured a mov¬ 
ing orb in his night-vision goggles. Randall also 
captured some orb activity in his photographs. 

Deanna conducted a metaphysical cleansing 
with Randall filming and Pelenta holding a candle. 

I conducted a Roman Catholic house blessing. 

After the investigation, Audra said that everything now 
“feels great.” 

What Audra Said After the Investigation 

“Today I had HPI over for a paranormal investiga¬ 
tion. There were so many things confirmed. The biggest 
one being that my late brother and uncle (most likely 
fighting over bologna in the fifth dimension) are present, 
as well as Grandma Agua, who I always knew would be 
and is watching out for her great grandson. 

“... [I] didn’t want to disturb anything [with an inves¬ 
tigation], but I’m super glad I did. They ended with a 
beautiful house blessing and prayer! Super calm, and the 
house is chill.” ♦

Q: In your book. Remaining Aileen , you explore 
the idea of a mother that becomes a vampire.

are sometimes after becoming a mom, and the struggle to 
find yourself within the roles life throws at you. 

If you aren’t a parent, I think it offers a little window 
into what motherhood is like from the perspective of a 
mom. And if you just like vampires, I think Remaining 
Aileen offers a slightly different take on the genre. 

Q: Are you a paranormal investigator? 


Q: What is the number one thing people will get 
from this book? 

Autumn: I think if you are a parent, especially a mother, 
you’ll get ALL the mom-ing vibes: the mom guilt, the 
drive to do anything and everything for the children you 
love, the feeling of being lost and not knowing who you 


Autumn: I am not, however I do live near a very old, 
supposedly haunted Gold Mining town in California. So I 
hear lots of stories, and they always fascinate me! 

Q: Do you believe in the supernatural? 

Autumn: I think to write about things like vampires, 
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ghosts, witches, or anything in the supernatural realm, you 
have to want to believe it could be real, at least a little. 

The possibility of vampires existing and what that 
would be like, for example, if I, a mom, became one, had 
to become a sort of real possibility for me to be able to 
fully explore my character, Aileen, and her story. 

Q: Why do you think readers, and society in gen¬ 
eral, are fascinated by the paranormal? 

Autumn: I think when you come to the things we cannot 
prove in life, it either terrifies people or fascinates them. 
As humans, I think we so often want concrete answers: Is 
there life after death? Are ghosts real, and if so what does 
that mean for us after we die? Are we alone in the Uni¬ 
verse? Is this all there is? 

For some, searching for ghosts, aliens, or other para¬ 
normal things might answer some of those questions and 
give a security in knowing our fates. Nothing causes more 
fear than the unknown and unprovable, and nothing offers 
less of an answer than all the what-ifs of all things paranor¬ 
mal. Now, I personally believe this leaves open a huge, 
wide door of possibilities for imagination. I’m not the type 
of person that wants to know firm answers as to what is and 
what is not, I’d rather live in the realm of what-ifs. 

Q: Have you ever had a paranormal experience? 

Autumn: I personally have not, partially because of what 
I mentioned above. I’m not sure I want to know for sure 
if there are ghosts or other paranormal things. I’d rather 
keep some things a mystery to wonder about, I guess. 

Q: What kind of paranormal creatures do you 
wish you could meet? 

Autumn: If vampires could be the way I imagine them, 
or some of the other nicer varieties imagined, then I 
wouldn’t mind meeting a Donovan Sellars, a Damon 
Salvatore, or a Sparkling Edward Cullen. Now, if they are 
like Bram Stoker’s or Anne Rice’s, well, I’d rather not run 
into them in a dark alley. 

Q: If given the chance, would you become a vam¬ 
pire? 

Autumn: This would depend on so many things. If it 
would go the way Aileen’s story did becoming a vampire, 
well, I might not want to go there. If we are talking a 
Bella/Edward situation, well, I just might consider it. 

Q: How would you react if you came face to face 
with a vampire? 



"When Aileen wakes up in the hospital after her plane crashes 
during a storm, everyone says it's a miracle. All Aileen cares 
about is seeing her husband and children again. Unfortunately, 
it doesn't take long for Aileen to realize her survival wasn't ran¬ 
dom.

Autumn: I actually had a very, and I mean VERY, real¬ 
istic dream the other night where I ended up at a table of 
women that were all vampires.

Q: Have you ever been abducted by aliens? 

Autumn: I haven’t. However, if they are anything like 
the ones in the new CW Roswell, New Mexico (or heck, 
like the old Roswell for that matter), I may not mind so 
much if Max Evans wanted to take me up into his ship! 

Q: If you could time slip to any year, when would 
you go? 

Autumn: I would LOVE to time travel back to the 
Renaissance!

Ed also love 
to take a peek into the late and oh-so-creepy 19th century 
England, like in the Penny Dreadful series.

Q: If you could channel into another author's 
mind to find out how they wrote a particular 
book, who would it be?
